by the federal council of churches “to 
assume full responsibility lor bring 
ing about a settlement of internation­ 
al problems,” that a "world drift to 
war, economic ruin and moral disas­ 
ter.” might be averted. 
Fearing that an ‘eclipse of civiliza­ 
tion for centuries,” unless Americi 
acts and condemning the policy 
ot 
aloofness, the administrative commit­ 
tee of the council demanded Hie gov­ 
ernment to eaU an international con­ 
ference to discuss Europe’s troubles. 
A complete review of the economic 
and |K)iitical situation, including re­ 
paration», debts and armaments, look­ 
ing to a result comparable to
